Th at a complete re-organization 
of th e street department will grow 
out of th e differences 
ex isting be­ 
tween M ay or Ross and th e majority 
o f th e council 
on 
th e q uestion of 
sweeping th e paved sections of th e 
city , is th e belief of many wh o h ave 
given special attention to th e present 
situation. 
Since th e dispute origin­ 
ated a number of citizens h ave mani­ 
fested a greater personal interest in 
th e street department and th e m an­ 
ner in 
wh ich 
it is conducted th an 
ever 
before and many suggestions 
are being offered not only as to h ow 
th e wrangle can be adjusted, but al­ 
so, h ow greater efficiency can in* ob­ 
tained. 
Th ose wh o h ave looked into th e j 
subject 
th orough ly are 
practically i Subject 
agreed 
th at in tin* 
past th ere h a- 
been an enormous waste of funds in 
th e street department. 
Th ey 
h ave 
found no one especially is respon­ 
sible, but th at th e leak is due to th e | 
defective sy stem. 
Th e present coun­ 
cil realized th is soon after it went 
into office and in th e h ope of finding 
th e sources of waste, inaugurated a 
sy stem by wh ich an itemized state­ 
ment on each 
contract ' was^to be 
tiled. 
By th ese statements th e fi­ 
nance committee h as been enabled to 
locate 
some of th e ‘‘weak 
sp o ts,” 
but th e end is not y et reach ed. 
In speaking of th e situation today 
one man said: 
“A citizen will not employ five men 
for a week to do th e work th at one 
man can do in two or th ree day s. 
I t’s poor business to pay for woik 
th at is 
not rendered. 
Now, 
in my 
opinion, if th is plan would be fol­ 
lowed out in th e street department, 
much of tin- dispute would be avoid­ 
ed and th ere would be plenty of mon­ 
ey to -weep th e improved streets and 
keep all th e gravel streets in good 
repair, 
and th en 
h ave an 
ample 
amount for sewers.” 
Anoth er suggestion 
ha s been made 
th at a- practically 
all street work 
i- done under th e supervision of th e 
city engineer, th at th e office of street 
commissioner be 
entirely abolish ed 
and th at th e engineer h e placed in 
sole control of 
th e 
work. 
It th is 
plan were carried out, it is stated, 
th e engineer could h ave an assistant 
at each place wh ere work is carried 
on wh o would see th at th e engineer’s 
instructions are followed to the* let­ 
ter. 
Th ere are objections to th is plan, 
h owever, as th e street commissioner 
usually looks after th e work to be 
done and th en reports to th e engi­ 
neer.

someone else would 
h ave to look after th is work o r th e 
repo rts made directly to th e engi­ 
neer.

“.supernatural appearances of

"have marked the narratives of alm ost 
all w ars. 
Indeed, an arm y might begin 
to suspect the ju stice of its cause if it 
w ere not guaranteed by some appari- 
i tion of this sort. 
“T hus in «lassical history you have 
■ the appearance o f Pastor and 
Pol­ 
lux at the battle o f Lake Kegillus, rid- 
I ing on white horses. 
They won the 
battle for Rome and carried the new s 
of it at incredible speed to the city. 


Constantine’s ^ lam in g Cross. 
“Another apparition i» that of the 
flam ing cross which appeared in the 
-k ies at noon above the army of Con­ 
stantine I. at the battle o f the M ilvian 
Bridge, near Rome, 312. The cross bore 
the fam ous words, 'In this sign you 
will conquer,’ and C onstantine is said 
to have been so affected by the portent 
that he had the cross inscribed on the 
shields cf his soldiers and became a 
Christian. 
H is victory over his rival 
made him Roman emperor and con­ 
firmed him in the b elief in the appari­ 
tion. 
“It has been supposed that with the 
advent of high explosives, wireless tel­ 
egraphs and long range artillery these 
visions would lie crow ded out of the 
modern battlefield, but this is not so. 
There C the now fam ous story o f the 
rider <*n the w hite horse at Mons, w ho 
is believed to have * aused the Germ ans 
to retire in the m iddle of their victori­ 
ous career. 


E nglish See T h e ir St. George. 
“T he English soldi« rs who saw this 
apparition say it w as St. George, and 
the French soldiers have identified it as 
8t. M ichael, although som e are inclined 
to Ik lieve it was Joan of Arc. 
The 
dean of Durham has protested against 
the circulation of this story, and a w ell j 
known novelist claim s to have invent- j 
ed it out of his ow n head last Octo­ 
ber. 
B ut it is too late for the dean i 
or anybody else to protest that this j 
narrative is not sufficiently authenti- j 
cated.

“Skobelev used to w ear in the Russo- 
Turkish war a w hite uniform and ride 
a w h ite horse, so that his soldiers, who 
worshiped him. used to call him ‘the 
w hite general.’ 
It is not a method of 
generalship which w ould last m any 
m inutes on a modern battlefield, but it 
created in the soldiers the legend of 
Skobeleff’s invulnerability. 
“Skobelev was an ardent [»artisan of 
the pan-Slavi-t agitation, and am ong 
his last writings before his m ysterious 
death in 18* l w ere articles prophesy­ 
ing the war betw een the Teuton and 
the Slav."

London, Sept. 24.—Regarding 
the 
Russian theater of war, the German 
war office claims three successes: 
Von Hindenburg’s army penetrated 
the Russian advanced positions west 
of Dwinsk. 
This m eans a tightening 
of the Teuton ring around the impor­ 
tant fortified city and railroad junc­ 
tion. 
Field Marshal von Mackensen has 
reached the region northeast and east 
of Logishin. 
This place is due west 
of Luninjets, intersection of the Pinsk- 
Gowel and Sarny-Baranowitscha-Lida 
railways. 
Another of the German field m ar­ 
shal’s armies broke the resistance of 
the Russian forces north of Oshmy- 
ana. in the Wilna-Nolodetschno-Uda 
railway triange. thus adding to the 
menace of the Russian W ilna arm y’s 
escape. 
Russian dispatches indicate the czar 
is still making headway in eastern 
Galicia. 
As the fall of Dwinsk has for several 
days been conceded, even by Petro- 
grad, as inevitable, the German prog­ 
ress in that region is less significant. 
T he comparative slowness of the act­ 
ual clenching of the iron fist about 
the city, illustrates the tenacious Rus­ 
sian resistance and heavy losses at­ 
tending the encircling movement. 
The German gain north of Subod- 
niki brings the Teutons again nearer 
to the Wilna-Molodetachno railway on 
which sector the town of Smorgon, 
once taken by their cavalry, was re­ 
captured by the Russians. 
Significant 
is this passage of the German report 
to the statem ent that “our troops are 
following the retreating enemy.” 
The line of retreat of these Russian 
forces is the Wilna-Molodotsehmo rail­ 
road. 
Evidently still in their hands, this 
railroad in turn justifies the assum p­ 
tion that a considerable part of the 
W ilna army the- object of Von Hinden­ 
burg’s trap, may have escaped over 
this road, and not as had been general­ 
ly believed, over the southern road. 
Thus the idea th at the Wilna army, 
estimated at nearly a half million Rus­ 
sians, the bulk of the czar’s forces in 
the west, has been for several days, 
"completely cut off from all sides is 
dispos« d of.” 
The French air fleet again co-oper­ 
ated writh th° artillery in the bom­ 
bardment of German railway stations 
and signalling points. 
A French dirig­ 
ible was in action in the Vosges, north 
of Wisenbach, dropping bombs on rail­ 
way stations, which were a part of 
the German signalling system, wnil° 
French aeroplanes compelled several 
German captive balloons to descend. 
O ther activities of French aviators 
are noted from Offendbourg. Confiant 
and Voumiere and at Lange nerck and 
Hiddelkerke in Belgium. 
The artillery of both sides continues 
the activity along much of the line 
with particularly heavy bombardments 
in the sectors of Souchez, Neuville 
and Arras. 
Dispatches reaching Paris from Uol 
land say that the German positions in 
Belgium have been heavily reinforced

been neither hitch nor friction in the 
informal negotiations th at have been

between them to establish a 
basis for a foreign loan which is in­ 
tended to stabilize the exchange be­ 
tween the United States, England and 
France and other foreign countries.

It was agreed that very little re­ 
m ains to be done now, a few details 
settled before the m atter moves to a 
more formal stage. No decisive action 
will be taken, of course, until after N. 
Bark, the Russian m inister of finance, 
has had his interview with chancellor 
of the exchequer, Reginald McKenna, 
in London, but the general opinion ap­ 
peared to be that Russia will not be 
a party signatory to the bonds. 
It is 
now known as the Anglo-French loan, 
one man pointed out and very likely 
th at will be its official title in the end. 


It was admitted that Russia might be­ 
come a party—it is always a possibilty.

cancelled and that the mobilization 
has been postponed. 
The receipt of the m essage wTas fol­ 
lowed by the severest censorship of 
all news from the Balkans. 
No secret is made of the general be­ 
lief am ong careful students of the 
Balkan situation here th a t the military 
m ovem ents 
suspended 
by Bulgaria 
were intended chiefly to prove 
the 
readiness of the nation to fight to ob­ 
tain her wishes. 
In view of these developments it is 
almost impossible to draw any infer­ 
ence from the situation beyond 
the 
fact that a decision by Bulgaria ap 
pears to be imminent. The only facts 
definitely known here are that the 
Bulgarian mobilization has been post 
poned and that Turkey has given Bui 
garia the hinterland of the Dedea- 
gatcli line with Adriapole. 
Although the kaiser’s advances to 
the Bulgarian court are well known, 
the conviction prevails among mili­ 
tary experts here th at Bulgaria is 
standing by the declaration of Premier 
Radoslavoff that his country would 
enter the w ar on the side of the en- 
trente powers if it received the por­ 
tion of Macedonia lost to Serbia by 
the B ucharest treaty after the second 
Balkan war. 
Beyond this nothing is 
know n of the demands or ambitions of 
Bulgaria, although concessions have 
been offered by both the entente and 
the central powers.
